Kissinger will consult Israeli Prime 
Minister Golda Meir in Jerusalem 
and may pay visits to Jordan and 
Saudi Arabia 
Whether he would 
visit Syria was not known; Syria has 
refused to join the Geneva peace 
talks. 
Kissinger refused to elaborate on 
the Middle East situation during his 
two-and-a-half-hour 
stopover 
in 
Madrid before flying to Aswan. He 
spoke briefly to newsmen at the 
airport but declined to answer 
questions.

Madrid said Kissinger might extend 
his trip to Saudi 
Arabia after 
visiting 
Egypt 
and 
Israel.

Energy crisis putting stress on city budget

Lompoc’s 
collective 
citizenry 
have given the nation’s energy 
saving efforts a boost by turning off 
lights, but they may also have dealt 
municipal revenues a substantial 
kick in the budget. 
The reduction 
in the use of 
elecjjicity 
during 
December 
approximates the 10 per cent called 
for 
by 
Mayor 
E C . 
Stevens, 
according to William Ruffner, city 


utility chief If sustained over a 12- 
month period the cutback would 
result in a net loss of about $50,000 in 
general fund revenues. 
That’s for starters. City officials 
are still analyzing the economic 
impact of requests for additional 
cutbacks beginning according to city 
attorney Alan Davidson, on Jan 23 
The ¿50.000 Ruffner talks about is 
"net loss” to the general fund 
budget Actually the reduction in 
electric revenues would be much 


more than that, but in Ruffner s 
words the city doesn t have to buy 
electricity it doesn’t sell. 
Whatever 
the 
specifics, 
it's 
obvious that adjustments will have 
to be made all along the fiscal line, 
despite the voluntary compliance of 
the cutback program thus far 
There are a number of ways the 
city council could recoup revenue 
losses stemming from the energy 
crisis The council could raise the 
general 
fund 
tax 
rate, 
reduce 


operating costs somewhere along 
the line, raise electric rates, or use 
a combination of the three methods 
Ruffner will know in a couple of 
days exactly what the city’s cutback 
was in use of electricity during 
December Then he can start work 
on determining the impact of the 
new cutback requests 
Lompoc buys its electricity from 
Pacific Gas and Electric iP G iE ). 
one of the major electric suppliers 
in the state and along with San

F PC expected to trim rate hike

Power planners from 11 California cities including 
Lompoc, gained momentum yesterday in their legal 
fight against a 22 per cent electricity rate increase 
clamped down by Pacific Gas and Electric Company 
(PG & E). 
Lompoc City Councilman, Art Scott, a member of the 
executive board of the Northern California Power 
Agency, reported from Palo Alto this morning that 
agency officials are "very optimistic” that the Federal 
Power Commission in Washington will trim the 22 per 
cent PG&E rate hike when the rate case comes before it 
Jan. 22. 
"W e’re hopeful that they’re going to look favorably on 
our claims,” Scott said. "W e’re not sure what the 
savings will be, but we don’t believe the increase will be 
as great as PG&E has imposed in any case. ” 
According to Scott, the main factors of the case are 
these: PG & E requested a 22 per cent rate increase 
affecting Lompoc and other cities with municipally 
owned 
power 
distribution 
systems. 
The 
utility’s 
justification was that they could only make the approved 
7.5 per cent return on their investment only with this 
amount of a rate hike, Scott said. 
"Our contention is that we believe they (PG&E > can 
show a 7.75 per cent return from their investment on an 
8.5 to 9 per cent increase Someplace in between we hope 


that a FPC judge is going to rule on a fair increase, 
Scott said. 
He opined that if the FPC fails to adequately trim the 
rate increase, NCPA will likely seek a remedy in the 
courts. 
PG&E officials at the company’s San Francisco news 
bureau had no comment on the rate case this morning 
Due to NCPA legal maneuvers, Scott said, the original 
22 per cent hike requested by the utility was postponed 
for five months at large savings to the agency’s member 
cities. 
"To date by the involvement of the 11 cities, NCPA has 
been successful in saving for the cities involved totally 
around over $8 million in rates that would have been 
imposed ” Scott calculated that these savings to Lompoc 
has been in the neighborhood of $20,000 The price tag for 
the city’s participation in the public power combine has 
amounted to only five percent of this profit amount, he 
added 
"I think that NCPA is very beneficial to the city from 
that standpoint alone. ’ ’ 
Scott said that the 11 city co-op has also been 
maneuvering to clear the way for joint ownership and 
operation of some type of power plant, perhaps 
geothermal, to provide power to its member cities, 
replacing PG&E This, he indicated, has brought the 
small public agency nose to nose with the large utility 
over a number of legal questions.

let people retire early, so we can afford to send people to 
school longer,” he' said after noting that the U.S.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - With the 
United States warning of world wide 
economic hazards from the energy 
crisis, Americans were told today 
that unemployment at home began 
rising rapidly in early December 
because of fuel shortages. 
The Labor Department’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics released a report 
showing about 100,000 persons lost 
their jobs because of actual and 
threatened gasoline shortages in the 
week of Dec. S-15 alone. Since then, 
tens of thousands more workers 
have lost jobs, particularly in the 
auto and airline industries. 
The jobs report today was based 
on payroll data collected from 
employers. 
About half of the 100,000 were at

It was on Jan 11, 1964. a Saturday, that Dr Luther L 
Terry, then Surgeon General of the United States, made 
public his long awaited report on the effects of cigarette 
smoking and said it was a health hazard 
Terry said today “ there has been a vast drop" in the 
percentage of Americans who smoke, although he 
expressed concern particularly about statistics showing 
women who smoke start earlier than they used to, and have 
more trouble quitting 
“ The vast majority of smokers realize it’s harmful to 
their health and a very large percentage of them have tried 
to quit on one or more occasions It’s a question really of a 
chronic smoker getting hooked 
Terry said that a key focus now of government and other 
programs on the matter should be to help people to kick the 
habit where they try and can’t 
Now connected with a Washington consulting firm and 
highly active in the American Cancer Society, Terry said 
that scientific data had piled up in the decade since his 
initial report, “ which have confirmed and extended” the 
conclusions of the hazards of smoking 
The tobacco industry took an opposite position contending

in a statement that many questions raised 10 years ago 
about smoking remained unanswered and that health 


Terry, who marked the 10-year anniversary of the smok 
ing warning by participating in a “ Nonsmokers Bill of 
Rights Congress’ in Philadelphia, dismissed the cigarette- 
makers views as “ defensive and unjustifiable .”

Authorization of the filling of 70 more 
vacant positions in county government, 
despite a freeze imposed Dec 31 by the 
Santa 
Barbara 
County

D Johnson said he is recommending filling 
the 70 vacancies on several grounds In 
some cases, he said, the county had earlier 
committed itself to hire employes who 
have given notice to leave other jobs In 
other cases there have been vacancies 
through normal turnover, with the county 
obliged to fill such positions to carry out its 
obligations under state and federal law. 


He declared his office had received 
requests from 13 departments to fill 76 
vacancies. 
On Jan 7 the board had agreed with

“We expect there 
will be 
further 
requests from departments as their hiring 
needs are further evaluated.” Johnson 
said 
Johnson said his office learned there are 
215 vacant positions as of last Dec 31. not 
including the 14 authorized to be filled Jan 
7 


He said he feels the freeze should be 
continued on all other vacant positions and 
fixed asset purchases at this time 


The action to freeze new hirings in 
countv government for the remainder of 
the 19^3-74 fiscal year (ending June 30) was 
an economy measure of the board, which 
had reacted to warnings from the auditor- 
controller's office that a property tax 


increase was likely if spending wasn t 
slowed down 
Johnson said he is also recommending 
the board adopt the policy that promotional 
opportunities and transfers not be affected 
by the freeze on positions 
He pointed out that he will be submitting 
recommendations in his annual mid year 
financial report later this month, which 
can be a guide to handling vacant positions 
and fixed asset purchases from then on 
The board will be asked Monday also to 
instruct the administrative officer to 
prepare recommendations on economies in 
county government which may be achieved 
during the remainder of the fiscal year

Schlesinger Thursday described massive 
retaliation as the “bashing of cities on the 
other side.” He told newsmen. “ It is our 
intention that this not be the only option 
and possibly not the principal option 


Defense officials later indicated the new 
targets include such points as airfields, 
dams, 
railheads and oilfields-targets 


distant 
from 
population 
centers 
but 
necessary for a nation to ware war 
A decade ago then Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara decreed that the best 
way to deter the Soviet Union from 
attacking the United States was to threaten 
an instant rain of nuclear bombs on 
Russian cities 
But Schlesinger suggested that if detente 
failed and the Soviets started a war, they 
might not hit American cities but only the 
1,060 minuteman missile silos scattered 
across the U S plains 
Under massive retaliation the principal 
option an American president had was 
“concentrating on 
their cities which 


carries 
in 
its 
wake 
the 
inevitable 
destruction of our own cities (by Russia's 
remaining missiles». That is not an option 
likely to be implemented." Schlesinger said 


Schlesinger said the chances of nuclear 
war are small, “ approaching zero 
He 
said the new targeting policy was designed 
to keep it low 
The retargeting doesn t involve any 
great expenditures Basically all it takes is 
a change in the directions fed into the 
computerized navigational system of the 
missiles 
Schlesinger said this was not a move 
toward a first strike strategy in which the 
United States would be able to demolish 


Administration: more 
aid, less laws for RRs 


WASHINGTON ( UPI » — The administration has given its 
answer to the problems of American railroads: more gov­ 
ernment aid and less government regulation. 
Transportation Secretary Claude S. Brinegar, outlining 
the administration's proposed legislation Thursday, said 
railroads are not earning enough to finance their own 
modernization. 
Therefore, he said, railroads need a program of 
government-guaranteed loans and more freedom to 
abandon unprofitable branch lines and change rates 
The energy crisis and the series of major railroad bank­ 
ruptcies in the Northeast apparently has convinced the 
administration that major changes are needed in the 
government's policies toward railroads 
“ The railroads, though always vital to our economy, now 
take on an even greater importance in light of their fuel 
efficiencies and favorable environmental effects, 
said 
Brinegar in announcing the legislation, which he said will 
go to Congress after all parties have had a chance to 
comment. 
The bill contains these basic provisions: 
—A $2 billion loan guarantee program would be set up to 
help railroads modernize track and facilities, and to buy 
new freight cars. 
—States and local governments would be prohibited from 
discriminatory taxation of railroad property after three 
years. 
—The government would set up a computerized 
nation-wide system to keep track of freight cars. Some $35 
million would be provided, the only direct government 
expenditure in the bill.

Tark: scrambler of records 


By Ira Berkow 
NEW YORK - (NEA) - Not since St. Sebastian has one 
man been the target of more arrows than Fran Tarkenton. 
Martyred, maligned, bombarded, Tarkenton continued 
scrambling for his hide and his reputation. He has just about 
succeeded in saving both, after 12 quick-stepping pro foot­ 
ball seasons. 
When he came into the National Football League, all that 
was known about him was that he could run as well as he 
could throw, and that he was a Georgia Methodist preacher's 
son. 
His team was the Minnesota Vikings — an expansion team; 
his coach was Norm Van Brocklin. And, what prayers 
Tarkenton learned as a youth would soon come in handy. 
Tarkenton began to run with the ball a great deal, since 
standing in one place in those early, trying years meant cer­ 
tain dismemberment. Van Brocklin, a fine flat-footed quar­ 
terback in his youth, took little liking to Tarkenton’s antics. 
Van Brocklin said, eventually, “ You can’t win with a 
scrambler." It was not the kiss of death, but it seemed that 
way. And Tarkenton’s second-class reputation thus became 
a virtual cliche. 
Now that he has led a team into the Super Bowl, one is re­ 
minded of a phrase Oscar Robertson, the great basketball 
player, used after he was on his first championship team in 
12 years. “They can never say 1 am a loser again," said 
Robertson. 
The idea of a scrambler, since it is often a pejorative, irks 
Tarkenton. In his autobiography, ironically named, “ Broken 
Patterns," Tarkenton wrote, “Today, it’s perfectly accepta­ 
ble for a Griese or a Landry or a Bradshaw to move around 
in the backfield, but in 1961 when I came into the league, I 
must have looked like some kind of lunatic loping around 
back there, especially in contrast to the established quarter­ 
backs, most of whom were about as mobile as sixteen-inch 
shore batteries." 
His rebuttal to his so-called ineffectiveness is that despite 
having relatively poor receivers to throw to, “ I’ve somehow 


managed to throw for more touchdowns per season than any 
other quarterback in history.” 
His records are genuinely remarkable, the more so be­ 
cause they are so unexpected. He ranks second to Johnny 
Unitas in lifetime yards gained passing. He is second to 
Unitas in lifetime total touchdowns thrown (264 to Unitas’s 
290). He is third lifetime in number of completions, to Unitas 
and John Brodie. 
In the complicated system of choosing the statistically best 
all-time quarterbacks, he is third in the National Football 
League to Sonny Jurgenson and Unitas. His percentage of 
passes intercepted per attempts is the lowest in history. 
Now for his feet, unforgettable appendages among his 
detractors. Of the top 22 feet of the leading rushers active in 
the National Football Conference, Tarkenton's are 21st and 
22nd — far outdistancing any other quarterback in that area. 
He is also tops with the fans, especially those who want en­ 
tertainment for their dollar. He provides an excitement and 
spontaneity that, in recent zone-deadening years, has been 
lacking in the pro game. Which brings up another statistic. 
He must be the only quarterback in history to have sent an 
entire Front Four defensive unit to the sidelines after one 
play. The Dallas Cowboys foursome one day chased Tarken­ 
ton all over the joint for about 15. tongue-lolling seconds. 
After the play, each one dragged to the sidelines for the ox­ 
ygen mask. 
Tarkenton is also a co-holder with a select few of not being 
a loeker-pounder after a poor day. He retains a rare 
perspective, and is a mature, articulate post-game interview 
for reporters. 
Tarkenton also believes he has had a faulty reputation as a 
religious prude, or something like that. “ My religion," he has 
said, “ is much closer to that of the more progressive church 
leaders these days than to the older ways. ‘Jesus Christ, 
Superstar,’ says a great deal more to me personally than 
many of the conventional hymns." 
However, the son of a preacher may take a page from the 
writings of The Preacher, in Ecclesiastes, after looking back 
on the rocky, scrambling road to his present pinnacle of suc­ 
cess. “To every thing there is a season .... A time to reap, 
and a time to sow."

The ditch 


Once again this community sees a 
revival of an old problem — the Migueiito 
flood control ditch and the inherent safety 
problems connected with this project. 


The Migueiito ditch has a long history of 
controversy. 
It 
borders 
elementary 
schools and residential districts and it is, 
by all standards, a dangerous invitation to 
youngsters. 


The Migueiito PTA has decided to again 
try to bring all facets together to see if 
once and for all the danger of this ditch can 
be eliminated. They have called a meeting 
for 7:30 p.m. at Migueiito School, 1600 W. 
Olive Ave., for Thursday, January 17. At 
this time, representatives of the Soil 
Conservation 
District, 
Flood 
Control 
District and City Council will be present. 


The whole question centers around 
money. The federal government’s Soil 
Conservation Service feels that the project 
is complete and it is extremely unlikely 
that funds will ever be allocated for the 
fencing of the project to provide the 
necessary safety. The late Congressman 


Charles M. Teague, along with local Soil 
Conservation 
District 
officials, 
have 
repeatedly 
pleaded 
with 
the 
federal 
authorities for the release of funds to no 
avail. As recently as Dec. 21 of last year, 
the late Congressman Teague reported 
th at 
the 
federal 
agency 
“ feels, 
unfortunately, that there are too many 
projects throughout the country with 
better benefit to cost ratios.” 
The answer seems to lie in local flood 
control district funds through the county 
for adequate fencing and maintenance. 
Authorities must quit butting their heads 
against the federal brick wall. It is 
apparent that the federal funds will never 
be forthcoming. 
The citizens in proximity to the ditch and 
school authorities know one thing — 
children 
m ust be protected 
and 
the 
necessary funds must be provided. It 
would be criminal to wait for a tragedy in 
order to dislodge such funds. 
Let us strongly hope that the County 
Flood Control District people will see the 
reasonable solution and provide the very 
necessary funds to make the project safe.

I think one 
has to make policy in the light of 
these uncertainties. 
The only certainties Stein offers 
are in the solid category of bad 
news. 
If you got a raise of four per cent 
as a new year’s present, don’t spend 
it yet Stein says the increase in the 
price of food and energy mean that 
“the rate of inflation will be in the 
neighborhood of, say, Wz per cent, 
for 1974.”

week s wholesale price index is 
mind-boggling bad news. Nearly 
everything that Americans buy or 
sell at wholesale cost 18.2 per cent 
more than a year ago. 
“ Refined petroleumproducts’cost

William Simon’s sermons of thrift 
may help America through the 
winter and President Nixon’s State 
of the Union message will surely 
ease the pam of unemployment and 
inflation 
Meantime, good old waste paper 
costs 18.2 per cent more than it costs 
a year ago, making life difficult for 
the grocer, the laundry man and 
their customers.

Johnson, Simon’s chief economic 
adviser, grew irritated and asked 
how we would suggest that this be 
done.

He was told that the way to 
get original data or cross-check 
secondary sources would be to get a 
team of experts and investigators 
and supply them with legal powers 
that the White House has or could 
easily obtain from the Congress.
